An ex-piemior of the cololiy of Qiioous- 
land wftB.latoly in Eualuml. He wiis iuter- 
Tiewed ^y.tlio Pall Mnll Giizutte, aud sjioko 
stro^n^againbt Hjx^ admission of the yellow 
maV^irBnCisIi terHtdiy. ° His words aro no 
apposite that we produce them iu full: 

'il am all |or white as against yellows, 
for. 'yellbwrf 'as against, browua, autl foi- 
browii3 as ngninst bliicks. If I were iu 
Borneo I woulil be nil for t!ui C'liincsf. 
They iiru tbe best workers iu the world, 
ami ut Siugiiporo tlu-y have niiule tlu- set- 
tleuieut u little imnidiwe. It is lU'liyhtful 
to .sod street after street lilhcl with well-to- 
do, comfortable, hupjiy Cliiiiaiuen, iiidus- 
trioua aud orderly. Hut when the question 
is not bfatweeu yellow and o.owu, but be- 
twtieu yellow aud white, that in another 
matter. In Qucuusluuil we have 1J,(JU0 
Chinese — we used to have far more. Now, 
' £10 per head import duty is levied upon 
ovory Chinaman who lands in the colony. 
Even that does not alto^;ether keep theui 
out; for some ^>luuters [lay the tax for the 
saki' of the labor, and in the Chinese nun;^'s 
which work on the suj^ar estates we have as 
near an ajijU'Cach to slaNery as auythiu^^ ei- 
istiuj^ under the JSritish llaH- They work 
for their own busses. They dare not oppose 
the will of the captjiiu of the yaug, who 
does with thoni what ho pleases. Wo are 
against the Chiuamau iu tjueeiisland, and 
why? What has b(ten the whole coiirse of 
progress aud civilization witli lis? lias it 
not been the raising of the average standard 
of comfort of the mass of the people? That 
is to say, we havi' prided ourselves U|ion 
nothing so nimdi as on inoeulating the 
workingiuaii with uew wauls. We have 
taught hiui to bate ilirl- that is to say. wc 
have inudi! it a ueeessity of life that he 
should have money tn buy siiaji and pay his 
water rate. We have taught bini to read, 
and made a newspaper iudispeusable. We 
have givou Ijim ideas of deci ney ami re- 
spectability which compel him to pay u higli 
house rent. Aud then, after having cre- 
ated this complex being, with all those arti- 
ficial wants aud necessities which w e c all 
civili/atiou and culture, are we to say to 
him, work for as low wages as this China- 
man, who has no wants, who lives upeii 
garbage, and shelters iu a hole? It is uu- 
doing all tlu' work of the ages, and level- 
ling down tbe civilized Eurojieau to the 
ntfttiis of the half-.-itarviiig Asiatic. If we 
allow it the Chinese will overrun (^>ueens- 
luud. Wo do not mean to let tbeiii; auil 
when I say we, I mean ninety-nine out of 
Bvery hundred white men in Queensland."

Tlie coldness that exists bet weon ii'raiico 
and England just now does not cause any 
surprise, for the two countries suuni to be 
natural ciieniie.-i, and lliuiigli at times 
tliuir diflurences aro laid .-it re.'it, ihey 
sooner or latur Hpring u[) again and the 
feud is renewed. But with tjermany 
England's relations liavo so long been 
friendly that tlie present iiniiloasantiieH.s 
is viewed as a matter of some impurtaiice. 
The trouble hus arisen from tht r'v.i'iry of 
the two countries in Africa, (lorinany 
has evidently doteriuinod to break down 
the monopoly of England in the coloniza- 
tion of Africa, and the first stop was to 
obtain possession of Angra ''cc|ueiia. 
This is a ainall desert territory nortli of 
Capo Colony, without trade or resources, 
and almost witliout population. .Some 
Hamburg mcruliauts had obtained terri- 
torial rights from the natives, and the 
Gorman govurnmont resolved to make it 
their first colony. But this country had 
once been proclaimed British territory 
and English as well as German nierclumts 
had acquired riglit.s there. The i^ritisli 
government, tliorefore, was consulted on 
the Dubjoot. They took soiuo inontlis to 
decide the question, and when at last a 
favorable answer was sent to the German 
Chnncollor, the German press suildenly 
began to abuse England, claiming that 
during tho time »ho was ostensibly con- 
sidering the question she was in reality 
plotting to render the colony u-iieless by 
inducing Capo Cohmy to anuo.x Walli.scii 
Bay, a harbor lying iiortli of .Vugni Pe- 
quena and the only practical outlet for its 
products. Further up the west coast of 
Africa the Engli.sh and (Jerinans have 
clashed again. England liad signified her 
intention of upholding the l^ortugueso 
claim to tho Congo country, while Ger- 
many, on the other hand, contidered that 
she had rights there and determined to 
upheld them, Dr. Naclitegal, the dis- 
tinguished German scuiulist and traveler, 
was accordingly dispatched to the west 
coast of Africa for tho purpose of estab- 
lishing a consular service iu that region. 
His mission was to extend as far aoutli as 
Angra Pequena. On reaching the terri- 
tory just south of tho Congo, tho com- 
missioner hoisted the Gorman flag in de- 
fiance of the Allglo-Portugueso treaty. 
This action may have been intended aa a 
retaliation for the Angra I'equona atl'air, 
but the Eugiisli governinent, for hiuuu 
reiison, did not wish to take it as an iu- 
Rutt, 'oB no apology or oxplanatioii soems 
to have been asked or given.

During my early days the leading dry 
goods jobbers were Eno it Plielps, liowen 
& SIcXauiee and (Ireea, Ili.'iiry A Co., 
whitdi last house afterwarti beeauie Henry 
Sinitli. This bouse did an e.\teii.sivL' south- 
ern trade, while Bowcn & MeNaniee's 
businessr was notberu and western. Both 
of these houses were at one time ver^' rich, 
but they afterward suffered from the inevit- 
able risks and reverses uf trade. The lead- 
ing house ou the North river side was R. 
L. &'A. Stuart, which held a grand posi- 
tion ■ for many years, but like other 
magnates of griuKl distinction they are 
now fast fading out of memory. Ex-Qov- 
ernor .Morgan was jtist w liming a positiuu 
by his energy, and cnterjjrise, and ho, too, 
Is past and gone. In the shipping liusines.s, 
Orinnell, Minturii it t'o. were leading 
names, but both (irinaelland .\Iiuturn have 
long since gmie to the grave, and the husi- 
ncss is conducted by William II. Swtiu, 
wlio formerly was their clerk. In thu 
book trade such names a.s Cohnan. C'arvill, 
Collins, Hedlield, etc., were of note, but 
they have all passed away, while the 
Harpers and Appletoiis, who were then 
building iij) their trade, have sinci^ then 
reached distinction. 

A small number of the old bouses l)e- 
cauie iduatiileu «iih ieal e.Statc, aiiu la 

that matter their names have become more 
permanent. Hobcrl Lenox, for instance, 
purchased a twenty-acre farm five miles 
out of town, which became the Grand 
Lenox estate. He paid iJlO.DW) for this 
property in 1820, and afterwards was very 
sick of his bargain, hut the i)ri('e of one 
acre at present is more than tlie cost of the 
whole farm, adding t'umiiound iutercsl uu 
purchase money and on all outlay for 
taxes and assessments. (Md ,Iohu 
Jacob Astor's comnierciar tuisiaess 
pa.ssed away, liul his immense 
real estate continues to increase in 
value, and has ijiveu the family nr. exta- 
ordinary promineuce in the ranks of 
wejilth. The original Goelets also were 
merchants, and old I'eter (foelet opened a 
small hardware store in Hanover square 
soon after the revolution. ll<; inv ested 
his profits in an out-of-town farm, which 
is now worth a dozen million or more. 
The crandchildreu are the present Ogden 
and Holiert Goclet, who can easily build 
palaces ou Fifth aveiuie and at JSewport 
when they have such a basis. 

There are three old liouses which still 
hold their way with marked succcis. 
These are the Hendricks metal cBlahlish- 
ment, the Lorillard tobacco factory iiud 
the lioosevelt glass imporlalion liouse, 
each of whi(-li lias .seen a full century. 
The Heudrickses made large investmuuts 
ill real estatii wluai prices were low, and 
are now landlords to thi' extent of several 
millions. The Koosevelts are also exten- 
sive landed proprietors, while tlio Loril- 
lards are iiutii of pleasure as well as nieu of 
business, and have ljre-(jine noted for their 
yachts and their fast horses, as well as for 
palaces in Newport and on Fifth ave 
uue. Among the oldest commercial houses 
in this city is one wbo-se little sign Is 
seldom noticed by the Broadway crowd, 
and yet "Peter llariiiouy & Co. " have 
long been noted foi- the extent of theii 
foreign trade. They are of a ounint turn 
and make but little show, but their triinfl- 
actions are immense. .Another (jld con- 
cern Is Howland it .tspin wall, which at 
oue tir.ie was the greati'st shil)ping-liouse 
in America. They sjjiang from tlie old 
(Irm of G. G. it S. Huwlaud. and it seems 
strange to notice llie changes in oceupiitiou 
ami employment. Gardner G. Ildwlaiul, 
a descendant of the above-named sliijijjing- 
boiise, is uow in liennell's service as pub- 
lisher of The Herald.

^Ottawa, Sept. 10.— The immigration 
returns for the month" of August show 
that 14,83G immigrants landed in Canada. 
Of those 5,885 were pasaongera for tliu 
United States, leaving 8,8 tl who settled 
in the Dmninion. Since the lat of 
January 112,512 persona ontored Canada 
aa immigrants, 48,277 of whom intended 
settling in the United States, leaving G4,- 
235 who settled in the Dominion. These 
figures are below those for tho ccrrespond- 
ing period of 1883, when, up to tho end 
of August, 134,837 perauus landed on our 
shores. Of these 80,011 aettkul in tho 
country and 54,820 took tho Canada route 
on their way to tiieir destinations in the 
United States. 

Kingston, Sept. 10. — Arrangements 
have been effected, according to which tho 
livery inoii will continue Sunday Imsineas, 
pending tho aottloinont of their eases in 
tho Higher Court. 

Yesterday an elderly man returned 
here and married a young lady of Am 
herst Island, but not before a Kingston 
maiden had appeared and forbidden the 
banns on tho ground that she had been en- 
gaged to tho groom, and had boon cruelly 
deaertod by him. Tho protest did not 
prevent the marriage, but there was a 
change iu the persons who tied tho 
knot. 

Two serious accidents occurred yester- 
day nearShabot Lake. Molinda Hawley , 
aged 22, wliilu talking to a railway con- 
ductor, was atrnck on tlio head by a mov- 
ing car and fatally wounded. 

TlVKKTu.N, Sept. 10 ---Serious fires are 
raging in the 3wain[i3 along tho lake shore 
in this vicinity. Largo tracts of valuable 
cedar have been burned, A farmer near 
Port Elgin has lost his dwelling house, 
barns and almost hi.s entire crop. Near 
Inverhuron a number of tlie residents 
have boon obliged to watch their build- 
ings night and day for the past week, 
and in some caaea all the furniture has 
been removed from dwellings. Rain is 
eagerly looked for to stay the lamentable 
destruction of valuable timber and [iropor- 
ty that is going on. 

Si'rro.N, Sept. 10. — .-V Irightful thunder 
storm passed over thia place this afternoon 
about 5:30. A fearful crash camo and 
struck the stable attached to the Metho- 
diat parsonage, which was burned to tho 
ground. Fortunately the ininiater'a horse 
and vehicle were got out unharmed. 
Whilst the fire was burning hero another 
was noticed off to tho east, which i)rovod 
much more serious. It was the barn and 
stables owned by Abraham Badyerow, of 
Uxbridge, and leased by lieiijamin Flow- 
oil, which were burned to the ground. 
They contained all tlie season's crop from 
tho farm. The dwelling house, which 
waa close by, had a very narrow escape. 
The horses and implements were removed 
safely.
